health  of  the.  community.  The  birth  rate  (15,77)  is  higher  than 
that  in  England  and'  tales  *(14.2)  and  the  death  rate  (12.37)  is 
higher  than  the  England  and  Wales  figure,  (12.9).  Measles  was 
responsible  for  much  illness  amongst  the  child  population,  although 
this  assumed  epidemic  proportions  generally,  and  there  was  one 
fatal  case  amongst  the  587  cases  notified.  There  were  fewer 
Scarlet  Fever  cases  this  year  (36)  compared  with  88  the  previous 
year.  Much  progress  has  boon  made  towards  securing  the  immuni¬ 
sation  of  as  many  children  as  possible  in  ordor  to  meet  the 
increased  risks  which  arise  out  of  war  conditions.  The  Diphtheria

4,363  patients  received  treatment  at  the  Smallwood  Hospital 
during  the  year  and  1,146  at  Birmingham  and  other  Hospitals  and 
Convalescent  Homos,  a  total  of  5,509.
